The Germans last night told of immense concentrations of Red 
army troops in the Moscow area and south of Leningra , t , u 

evident that the Nazis were qjctremely nervous over the situation. 

The Rome radio also reported big Soviet armies massing for attack 
and told of big concentrations of armored forces in the Moscow. 

The Russians, by thunderous silence, lent credence to these 
reports, and the Axis broadcast therefore may be tentatively class 
flea as truthful propaganda to prepare their home front for some 
bad news from the front. Radio Moscow has maintained discreet 
silence in the past concerning any prospective moves by the Russians 
and when the midnight communique' gets thin that usually means that 
the Reds are winding up their Sunday punc^ somewhere. , 

Reports from neutral Sweden, meanwhile, stated that under¬ 
ground sources advised that up to 50 divisions of Gc.rnv.ny s >-s 
troops had been pulled out of Russia and scattered all al ng e 

possible invasion points in Western Europe. . , , 

Authoritative Soviet sources stated that any s uep forcing ohc. 
withdrawal of 50 Nazi divisions from the Eastern front would bo oi 
. tremendous aid to them, Foi many days German reinforcements have be 
reported streaming out of the Reich to stifien the other walls oi 
the Axis jail, but yesterday's report from Sweden was tne first 
suggestion that these reserves were coming irom the Russian front. 
While all this gismo was seeping from the underground, the 
RAF and American bombers set out on their tenth straight day of 
24-hour bombings. American bombers were reported to have staged uhe 
greatest precision raid of all time-' against a German fighter plane 
base 40 miles from Paris. Ihe fleet of bombers flew in formation to 
the base and dropped their bombs all at one time. Not more tnan six 
of the bombs fell outside the target area. T he huge airfield was 
nuined beyond use, and undeground he.ngs.rs, iuel &nd ammunition dumps 
and ispersal areas were demolished. It was termed an outstanding 
success. Other American and RaF bombers continued to pummel ihe 
reeling Ruhr and other industrial sections in Germany ana France, 
while on the Italian—Sicilian—Sardinian front the Italians were stil.

The bombings nave had an adverse affect on Italian morale; 
that is opposite from wnat the Allies had expected. At first, the 
Italians were sore at the Fascists for getting them m such a fix, 
than Duce' s propaganda machine got into hear gear and. turned this 
heat toward the airmen who were punishing the Italians, In other 
words, the Italians, sad to report, are beinging united as the -^earl 
Harbor bombing united all American factions. However, some sources 
said hhat when the going gets sure enough tough on the Italian main¬ 
land, such as that experienced by the Pantellerians, tbs Itiee will 
fold like their favorite musicisl instruments—-the concertina. 

In China, General Chennault declared at his first press^ 
conference since returning from Washington, that "I anticipate that 
Japan will receive very nesvy blows, if not decisive ones, within 
a short time". 

In the South Pacific area, the weather hela up heavy air 
attacks, but the Japs sent 6 bombers and 3 fighters over Darwin, 
Australia.
